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Section 1. NEW SECTION. 321.188A PASSENGER SERVICE FOR
ELDERLY PERSONS == INSULIN=DEPENDENT DIABETICS.

1. An insulin=dependent diabetic individual holding a
commercial driver®s license or a class D driver®s license may,
except as provided in subsection 2, operate a motor vehicle to
provide passenger service for elderly persons if all of the
following conditions are satisfied:

a. A person identified by federal or state law as
authorized to perform physical examinations annually provides
10 a signed statement to the individual®s employer indicating
11 that based upon an annual physical examination the individual
12 is physically able to perform all required functions despite
13 insulin dependency.

14 (1) The insulin=dependent diabetic individual shall not
15 qualify to provide passen?er service for elderly persons if,

EXPLANATION

This bill allows an insulin=dependent diabetic individual
holding a commercial driver®s license or a class D driver"s
license to operate a motor vehicle to provide passenger
service for elderly persons if certain requirements are met.
The requirements are similar to the requirements for
;giuggg:dependent school bus drivers under Code section

The bill requires an annual physical examination to ensure
that the individual is able to perform all required functions
despite insulin dependency. The bill _also_requires the
individual"s employer to monitor the individual to ensure that
the individual is self=monitoring blood glucose, reporting any
failure to comply with ?Iucose level requirements or loss of
consciousness or control, carrying a source of fast=acting
glucose whille on duty, and maintaining a daily log of glucose
test results. The individual®s employer is required to
annually submit a form to the department of transportation
certifyln% compliance with the requirements of the bill.

The bill specifies certain circumstances under which the
individual is not permitted to provide passenger service to
elderly persons. The bill also provides that a violation of
the bill constitutes grounds for revocation, cancellation, or
suspension of the individual®s commercial driver®s license or
class D driver”s license.

The bill does not apply to an insulin=dependent diabetic
individual who is self=employed or is an independent
contractor to provide passenger service for elderly persons.
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
